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for progressively loosening, tearing apart, and 
removing dust from old papers ; for progress- 
ively transferring the papers in loose condi- 
tion from the dusting mechanism into the 
pulping mechanism, and for very gradually 
reducing the papers to pulp, and removing the 
ink and sizing therefrom, and bleaching the 
pulp, all with only very little waste or destruc- 
tion or réduction in length of the fibres of the 
papers, and at a very cheap rate. 

In this process the dry papers are subjected 
to the tumbling, beating, tearing and screen- 
ing action of a rotary self-discharging dusting- 
engine, and then introduced in loose condition 
into water in a circuit-vat, with or without 
alkali in the water, and therein subjected in 
heated alkaline water to the oft-repeated and 
prolonged submerging and soft disintegrating 
or fibre-separating and ink-discharging action 
of a current-producing paddle-wheel or paddle- 
wheels rotating in the heated alkaline water 
in the vat. Then the coarse pulp in water is 
further reduced, and the dissolved or disen- 
gaged ink and sizing is removed by subjecting 
the coarse pulp in water, and with added water 
to the soft beating, disintegrating, and washing 
action of a current-producing paddle-wheel 
e-wheels and a straining-wheel or 


the vat, and then the cleaned pulp in water is 
further refined and bleached by subjecting the 
same with a suitable bleaching agent in a cir- 
cuit-vat to the soft-reducing action of a pad- 
dle-wheel or paddle-wheels slowly and deeply 
rotating in the vat, and the excess of bleach- 
ing agent subsequently neutralized or washed 
out by a rotary strainer or strainers. 

Figure 1 represents one form of dusting- 
engine, pulping mechanism, and pulp reducing 
and washing mechanism in longitudinal sec- 
tion, with a pulp reducing, bleaching and 
washing mechanism in side elevation, all com- 
bined for conjoint use, the section being at or 
about the line zz in Fig. 2, and viewed in 
the direction pointed by the arrow y. Fig. 2 
represents the same mechanism in transverse 
section. 

A is the stationary support or foundation, 
B, a paper-dusting engine, and C D EC’ D’ 
E’ circuit-vats. 

The dusting-engine B has a rapidly revolv- 
ing beater, F, within a tubular slowly-rotating 
screen, G, that is open at its ends and is in- 
cased closely about its ends and loosely at its 
sides by a cover, H, that has a feed-opening, a, 
in one end and a discharge-passage, 4, at the 
otherend. The general action of this dusting- 
engine is similar to that of some other dusting- 
engines heretofore used—that is, papers intro- 
duced at the feed-aperture a@ into the slowly 
rotating screen will be therein rapidly struck, 
tumbled and loosened up repeatedly by the 
fast revolving beater, so as to separate from 
the papers dust and dirt, that may then fall 
down through the meshes of the screen to the 
bottom of the casing as the papers are beaten 
and tumbled along through the screen and are 
discharged in loose condition at 4, Fig. r. 

Each of the circuit-vats is furnished with 
a paddle-wheel constructed and arranged so 
that as the wheel revolves its paddles shall 
pass down from above the top to near the 
bottom of the water in the vat, and by a 
moderate or slow rate of rotation produce a 
strong current in the water from top to bot- 
tom throughout the whole circuit of the vat. 

To avoid having in the paper mill a large 
pile or mass of the loose, dry papers dis- 
charged from the dusting engine, and prevent 
the consequent loss of room and danger from 
fire, and to avoid having a person or persons 
remove or stow away the loose papers, or feed 
them into the pulping-vat, as they are dis- 
charged from the dusting-engine, there is com- 
bined with the dusting-engine and pulping-vat 
an automatic transferring device, whereby 
the loose papers, discharged from the dusting- 
engine shall be at once transferred into the 
pulping or circuit vat.

delivered upon the chute ¢, down which they 
slide or descend by gravity into the circuit-vat 
C. When the circuit pulping-vat is located 
over, higher than, or far from, the dusting- 
engine, some suitable elevator or conveyor is 
combined with the dusting-engine and circuit- 
vat for gradually transferring the loose papers 
into the circuit-vat as fast as they are dis- 
charged from the dusting-engine. 

In order to provide means whereby the dust- 
ing-engine can be kept constantly in use with- 
out any accumulation of the dusted papers, 
after completing the supply of papers from the 
dusting-engine to the vat C, and while the 
papers are being reduced to coarse pulp in that 
vat there is combined with the dusting-engine 
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and the pulping-vat C, furnished with the pad- | 
dle-wheel I or paddle-wheels I I’, a second 
circuit-vat, C’, furnished with the paddle-wheel 
I’ or pandle-wheels I’ I°, and a conduit or 
means for transferring the dusted papers in 
loose condition from the dusting-engine into 
either the vat C or the vat C’ at will. 


To secure the proper continued heating of 
the water, papers and pulpin the vats C and 
C’, steam is introduced by suitable means, as, 
for instance, by the pipes g, having a stop | 
valve or valves, and communicating at one end 
with a supply of steam and open at the other 
end or ends to the water in the vat near its 
bottom. 

In Fig. 1, 44’ indicate cocks for introducing 
water and alkaline water into the vats C and 
C’, and the cocks 4 and #* are for admitting 
water into the vats D and E, 

D is a washing circuit-vat (shown below the 
vat C), and when the papers have become suf- 
ficiently pulped and the sizing and ink dis- | 
solved therefrom in the latter vat, the hot pulp |

The washing vat has a rotary current-pro- 
ducing paddle-wheel L and rotary strainer or 
washer M, and may have two or more such 
washers of any suitable construction, for 
drawing off the soiled water from the pulp in 
the vat without letting any considerable por- 
tion of the pulp escape. 

D’ is a circuit vat, like the vat D, and ar. 
ranged under the vat C’, and when the papers 
become sufficiently pulped in the heated water 
in the latter vat by the continued rotation of 
the paddle-wheel or paddle-wheels therein, the 
heated pulp in water is transferred at will 
from the vat C’ into the vat D’ by means of 
the pipe K* and valve K*, The vat D’ has 
therein the paddle-wheel L’ and rotary strain- 
ers or washers, like those in the vat D, where- 
by the soiled water is strained out and the 
pulp refined, the same in the vat D’ as in the 
vat D, as stated.

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APPARATUS FOR PULPING WASTE PAPERS. 


The circuit-vats E and E’ are under and 
like the vats D and D’, and are each furnished 
with a paddle-wheel, L’ or L*, and a washer or 
washers, M’, the same as the latter vats. 
When the pulp in the vat D becomes suf- 
ficiently reduced and cleaned by the paddle- 
wheel and washer or washers in that vat, the 
pulp in water is at will transferred from that 
vat into the vat E by the pipe P, Fig. 1, upon 
opening the valve P’ at the top of the pipe ; 
also, when the pulp in water in the vat D’ be- 
comes properly reduced and cleansed by the 
action of the paddle-wheel and washer 
or washers in that vat, the pulp in 
water is likewise transferred at will from 
the vat D’ into the E’, through the 
pipe P*®, upon opening a valve in the bottom 
of the vat D’ at the top of the pipe.

The clean reduced pulp in water in the vat 
E and E’ is subjected to further soft disinte- 
grating and refining action from the rotating 
paddle-wheel in the vat, while subjecting the 
pulp in water to the bleaching action of a so- 
lution of chloride of lime or other suitable 
bleaching agent, and while removing excess 
of the bleaching agent in water by the rotary 
washer or washers, and while subjecting the 
pulp in water to the action of a solution of sul- 
phurous acid, alkaline sulphite, or other suit- 
able agent for neutralizing any trace of the 
bleaching agent, and while washing out such 
neutralizing agent. 

For increasing the temperature of the pulp 


and water in the vats E and E’, to secure the 


best bleaching action of the chlorine solution 
or of the sulphurous or anti-chlorine solution 
the vats are shown furnished with supply 





pipes 4, by which steam can be introduced at 
will into the pulp in water in the vats. 

The dusting-engine is preferably placed 
above the pulping-vats, and those vats above 
the washing-vats, and the latter above the 
bleaching-vats, and all connected by conduits, 
through which the materials are transferred by 
their gravity from each upper apparatus to the 
next one below. , 

In order to prevent the escape into the at- 
mosphere in the mill of much steam and va- 
por the vats are furnished with covers N N’, 


| or N® N*, and pipes conduct the steam and 
| vapor escaping from the hot pulp and water 


back into the vats. 

To prevent the escape of dust there is a 
suitable exhauster and blower, Q, its exhaust 
inlet being connected by a pipe, Q, with the 
chamber between the screen G and casing H ; 
the blowing outlet is connected with a con- 
duit, QO”, extending to the outside of the mill. 

To provide means whereby the papers can be 
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easily thrown upon the feed-apron, R, tables S, 
support, as at 7, a package of the papers, and 
each is furnished at one end part with a drawer 
or dirt pit, m, preferably covered by a screen 
or grating, m’, the tables being arranged with 
their drawer or dirt-pit eads next to the feed- 
apron, and at suitable distances apart to per- 
mit a person to conveniently stand at one or 
either side of each table and there handle the 
papers and throw them upon the feed- 
apron.

The sulphate of soda may be produced in 
any known or suitable manner, but preferably | 


by subjecting common salt in a battery of 


cast-iron cylinders to the action of sulphurous | 
acid, according to the well-known Hargreaves | over, whereby t 


method. These cylinders are connected by 


of | 





suitable gas conduits, so that the sulphurous- 
acid gas derived from roasting pyrites or burn- 
ing sulphur is passed successively through 
the several cylinders. The gas enters, first, 
the cylinder containing salt which is most 
nearly converted into sulphate of soda, and 
passes then successively through the several 
cylinders, the charge in each following cylin- 
der containing a smaller proportion of sul- 
phate of soda, until the last cylinder is 
reached, which contains fresh unconverted 
salt. The cylinder containing the finished 
sulphate of soda is disconnected from the bat- 
tery through which the current of sulphur- 
ous-acid gas flows. All of this is old and well 
known. In the ordinary method of manu- 
facturing carbonate of soda by the Le Blanc 
process the sulphate of soda is removed from 
the cylinder, when finished, and then con- 
verted into carbonate of soda by smelting 
the salt together with carbon and carbonate 
of lime, leaching out the soda and evaporating 
the liquid, &c. 

By the best method of carrying out the new 
process, the sulphate of soda is not removed 
from the cylinder when finished ; but a cur- 


| rent of carbonic-acid gas and carbon-monox- 
-ide, one equivalent of each, is caused to flow 


through the cylinder containing the sulphate 
of soda, the latter being kept at a low red 
heat, below the smelting point of both sul- 
phate and carbonate of soda. The mixture 
of gases required for this process is read- 
ily generated by burning coal or other car- 
bonaceous fuel free of hydrogen in a suit- 
able furnace, either by a natural draft or a

high that only carbon-monoxide is pro- 
duced by the combustion taken place at the 
base of the column. A jet of air is ad- 
mitted to the carbon-monoxide escaping from 
the fuel, and the quantity of air so admitted is 
so regulated that only a portion of the carbon- 
monoxide is burned and converted into car- 
bonic acid, so that the gas escaping from the 
generating furnace consists of a mixture of 
one equivalent of carbon-monoxide and one 
of carbonic acid. 

The air-blast or draft of the furnace and the 
air-jet admitted to the gas conduit are con- 
trolled by suitable valves or dampers, so that 
the composition of the gas can be regulated 
by the operator, 

Care should be taken that the proper por- 
tion of carbonic-acid gas is maintained, be- 
cause when the gas mixture is deficient in car- 
bonic acid sulphur is evaporated instead of 
sulphurous acid, and sodium sulphide is 


formed, which is fusible at a low temperature, 


and smelts and fills the pores of the salt under 
treatment, whereby the process of conversion 
is not only retarded, but the sulphide so 
formed and the unconverted sulphate inclosed 
by the fused sulphide represents so much lost 
material. At least one equivalent of carbonic 
acid and one equivalent of monoxide of carbon 
to one equivalent of sulphate of soda are em- 
ployed ; but a small excess of carbonic acid is 
desirable. The reaction taking place under 
this treatment may be represented by the fol- 
lowing - formulas: Na,SO,+Co, +Co= Na, 
CO;+S0,.+CO,. An excess of carbonic acid 
is less objectionable than an excess of carbon- 
monoxide, because the excess of carbonic acid 
operates, principally as an unnecessary dilut- 
ing agent, while an excess of carbon-mon- 
oxide defeats the object of the process alto- 
gether. 

This gas mixture is drawn by a suitable ex- 
haust-fan through the cylinder containing the 
sulphate of soda, and converts the sulphate of

In the chemical market old conditions con- 
tinue to rule ; small demand and same quota- 
tions. Bleaching powder is reported in small 
supply on the spot, and sellers claim to be 
holding for higher prices ; but, will they get 
’em ? Soda ash is quiet and unchanged. 
Caustic soda is reported firm in foreign mar- 
kets. Soda crystals are firm at I.05c.; spot 
supplies small. Late advices from foreign 
manufacturers state that the decomposition of 
salt will be reduced 10 per cent. on the six 
months’ output beginning July 1, all having 
agreed to the reduction. It is claimed by im- 
porters that to reduce the six months’ product 
10 per cent. will require a reduction from 
August 1 of about 12 per cent. This may 
have some effect on the chemical market, and 
then it may not. Rosins and clay are without 
change. 

The imports of paper stock for the week to 
date show a total of 1,581 bales and coils, 
classed as follows: 266 bales of rags, 368 bales

of paper waste, 314 bales of flax waste, and 
129 coils of old rope. 

Of chemicals the week's imports comprise : 
347 casks of bleaching powder, 400 drums of 
caustic soda, and 1,210 casks of soda ash. 

Other receipts for the week are: 6,308 bales 
of manilla hemp and 5 cases of felt. 

For the month of July the total imports of 
paper stock were 659 bales of rags, 6,717 bales 
of paper stock, 879 bales and coils of old rope, 
58 bales of old bagging and 2,641 bundles of 
wood pulp. against the following receipts for 
July of last year, 5,980 bales rags, 6,008 bales 
paper stock, 215 coils old rope and 3,g00 bun- 
dles wood pulp. 

The total imports of chemicals for July of 
this year foot up 1,970 casks of bleaching pow- 
der, 1,500 drums of caustic soda, 2,441 casks of 
soda ash and 960 kegs and barrels of soda 
crystals, against 1,953 casks of bleaching pow- 
der, 600 drums of caustic soda, 2,132 casks of 
soda ash and 1,472 kegsand barrels soda crys- 
tals, the receipts during July of 1884. 

Of miscellaneous imports the receipts of last 
month show 7,875 bales of jute butts, 19,181 
bales of manilla hemp, 337 bags of hide cut- 
tings, 2,455 barrels ot rosin, 200 casks of China 
clay, 72 casks of Southern clay, 23 cases of 
twine, 5 cases of ultramarine, and 9 bales of 
felts. 

Col. E. H. Haskell, the Boston twine dealer, 
reports a very fair trade for the dull season of 
the year, the demand being mostly for sisal 
twines, which, because of their strength and 
cheapness, are taking the place of the high cost 
hemp twines.

ON July 21 the French Committee of 
| the Budget, after debate in the “ Cham- 
ber”’ on the subject, resolved, on motion 
of the Minister of Finance, to abolish the 
tax on paper in France on and after De- 
cember 1, 1886, and put the burden of find- 
ing a means of making up the deficit of 
| 10,000,000 francs per annum in the reve- 
nue thus relinquished on the new Cham- 
| ber of Deputies. In this shape ‘the bill 
| passed. The debate showed that it was 
| not so easy a matter to get the Chamber 
| to come to a decision as the paper trade 
and papers had expected. The triumph of 
the French paper makers is, therefore, the 
| more gratifying to those interested, and 
| it is to be hoped on behalf of the vast in- 
| dustry thus benefited that the French 
| paper trade may reap all of the benefits 
|from the abolition of the tax that are 
| predicted. Belgian, English and German 
| paper makers will not experience much 
| satisfaction with this action of the French 
legislature, inasmuch as it spoils their 
| trade to some extent and at the same 
time gives France a chance to become a 
formidable competitor abroad, which it 
certainly was before this tax was im- 


posed. 





THE latest accession to paper-making 
countries in Europe is the newly created 
Kingdom of Roumania, the only Latin 
nation in Southeastern Europe, which has 
a population of five million to six million 
inhabitants, very progressive and ener- 
getic, a little promising nationality res- 
cued from the unspeakable Turk. The 
Roumanians have attained during the 
past twenty years a degree of civilization 
only little behind that of Western Eu- 
rope, and this progress is highly credit- 
able to them, in view of the fact that they 
have been groaning under the yoke of 
Turkish barbarism for five’ centuries. 
They now consume $1,600,000 worth of 
paper, hitherto nearly all imported from 
Austria. Within the year a paper mill 
equipped with modern machinery has 
been constructed at Bacau, in Northern 
Roumania, on the banks of the Dombo- 
vitza River. The tounder and sole owner 
of the mill is a Mr. Porumbaro, who se- 
cured a first-class education at the Ecole 
Polytechnique and Ecole des Mines, 
Paris, and goes into the business with 
ample means of his own. He will also 
receive the bounty offered by the Rou- 
manian Government for the construction 
of a paper mill.

I see that safety-papers are again com- 
ing to the front. Of the merit of those lately 
described in THE JOURNAL I can say nothing, 
not having seen them and not being expert 
to tell the value of the chemical combination.

paper when perfected will lie not only in the | 


pulp, but in the after-surface preparation as 
well, : 


An Englishman proposes to make a 
safety paper by producing ‘‘a more or less in- 
tricate design upon the paper in such a man- 


ner as to have an either more or less glazed | 
surface than the paper itself; this allows the | 


design to be readily perceived by reflected 
light. The character of the design is such as 


to be readily lost if the paper is wetted. The | 


design may be produced on the paper by im- 


pressing it with plates, producing a slightly | 


raised design. Another means is to employ 
stencils of very thin steel placed in contact 
with paper on one or on both sides, and 
pressed together with the latter.” 


“ Or, a lightly sized paper may be print- | 


ed with an additional coat of size. The parts 
covered with the size from the printing device 
will, when the whole is glazed, appear more 
lustrous than the other parts.” 


“ The design may also be imprinted in 
gum or dextrin, or the whole paper may be 
sized—with albumen, say—and then printed 
with a block that is merely dampened, the 
dampened part will then be ‘mat’ in com- 
parison with the other portions.”

Not Much of a Secret. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

Making blotting-paper nowadays is not 
so much of a secret as a good many people 
seem to think. The only secret with those 
who run on it is in the quantity of cotton waste 
used, and how the grease from the waste is to 
be extracted for that purpose. Soda ash is 
used in large quantity every time, and it is not 
unusual, when the stock has been boiled and 
washed, to boil a second time. I enclose a 
| sample of blotting-paper which was made in 
the Moffat paper mill, at Airdrie, George Mc- 
Corkindale, engineer, and John Campbell, 
machine tender, in 1848. The sheet, you will 
observe, is pretty light—18x22%, 14 lbs. to 
| the ream ; the material used in its manufac- 
ture was shuttle-cards or bands and red blos- 
som rags, with about one quart of turkey-reds 
to every 100 pounds of stock. No other col- 
oring was used.

Sunday Work. 
| To the Editor of The Journal : 

Having noticed in your issues of July 11 
and 25, notes on Sunday work, I beg leave to 
state my opinion on the subject. I wish to 
first say that I have been connected with pa- 
per mills for nearly twenty years, and think 
that I have seen nearly, if not fully, as many 
changes as any other man during the same 
time. Mr. Hobart, in the American Machinist, 
says that there is more Sunday work now 
than there was twenty years ago. Well, how 
strange that it should be so ; but strange things 
do happen. Does Mr. Hobart realize that the 
population of this country has nearly doubled 
| within twenty years, and have not all sorts of 
manufactures been compelled to increase, and 
at the present time will Mr. Hobart please 
look around and see who are at present run- 
ning successfully? I find that the only manu- 
facturers who are now successful are those 
who have shown the wisdom to have their 
large plants driven by one large water-wheel 
or one large engine. 

If I am not mistaken I am acquainted with 
Mr. Hobart, and would like to ask how much 
he actually knows by personal experience of 
what he saw twenty years ago. At that time 
he was a very small boy, but at present he is 
large enough and old enough to realize that 
when a firm owns such a plant as he speaks 
of it his duty and the duty of all mechanics 
to be willing to perform a little labor on Sun- 
days. The way I look upon the matter of 
Sunday labor is this: There are a number 
of jobs which cannot be done during the 
week, except at considerable loss to the 
owner of mill. Now, say that we have an 84- 
inch paper machine turning out seven tons per 
day of twenty-four hours, and we have a pulley 
that is loose, and it keeps sliding and bothering 
the machine-tenders, and at the same time one

of the screw cams are loose and only one-half 


of the screen is working, and that has to work 
| so hard that it forces the dirt through with the 
stock (which, of course, is not pleasing to the 
overseer or the owners, and especially to the 
| consumer), and there are only one or two 
| mechanics about the mill, and one or both are 
calledin. They say: ‘* Well, we will have to 
make a new key for the loose pulley, for that 
is worn out and one of the set-screws is 
broken, and we shall have to drill that out, 
| &c., and at least two and a half hours will be 
| required on that job. Then the cam ; we can 
fix that in about an hour after we take it out, 
but we cannot tell how long it wil! take to slip 
off those pulleys and that gear at the other end 
so as to be able to take it out, and you plainly 
see that we cannot get at it where it stands.” 
| Now, under such circumstances, which during 
| my experience have often occurred, what is a 
manto do? Is he to step up to his employer 
| and say: ‘* You must shut down all day,” and 
| have him loose three and a half tons of paper, 
when the jobs can be fixed temporarily until 
the following Sunday and then be repaired in 
good shape, and the employer can have the 
| benefit of that day’s run and the mechanics 
| have time to get ready for the job, which they 
can do with ease when they are not bothered 
by the ‘‘ boss” and the machine-tender asking 
| every few minutes: ‘‘ Well, how much longer 
will it take you?” 

As far as expense is concerned, I cannot 
see how it is any more expense to do a job on 
Sunday than to do it on Wednesday. I will 
gointoa mill to-day to do a five-hours’ job, 
and during that time my employer is paying 
every person in the mill, and perhaps one- 
third of them are doing nothing, Now, add 
the expense of that to the loss of 2,900 pounds 
of paper, and see how much cheaper it would * 
be than to have the mill shut down as it 
always is on Sunday, and simply pay the me- 
chanic for the time he works, which we will 
call $1.50, or, as it is Sunday, we will double 
it and call it $3 for half a day’s work. Which 
| is best and cheapest for the employer? 

I do not wish the readers of THE JouRNAL 
| to think that I in the least uphold the idea that 
it is policy for a man to make it a practice to 
work or lay out unnecessary work for others to 
perform on the Sabbath, for I do not; but 
when it comes to jobs whieh are absoluteiy 
necessary, whether great or small, I am per- 
fectly willing to perform them. When a me- 
chanic or laborer of common sense steps up 
and says that he will not under any circum- 
stances work on Sunday, because you can just 
as well shut down during the week, I say 
that he—whoever he may be—has none too 
much interest in his employer's business. 
How do they know how much a firm can afford 
to shut down, and, further than that, how 
| much do they care? How frequently I hear 
| the expression when anything goes to loss by 
| accident or some other cause: ‘‘ Well, I don’t 
care ; the company is rich.” My opinion is 
that if a company is rich that it is wise to do 
| all you can to keep it so, thereby insuring your 
own labor. There are a number of firms 
which have failed in business, to my own per- 
| 
| 





sonal knowledge, who if their help had been 
careful and saving might have kept their 
mills running to-day, and those who are now 
whining about the hard times might be at work 
earning a reasonable compensation for their 
labor. 

I like Mr. Fuller’s ideas for establishments 
that only run day-time, but when an establish- 
ment is so well arranged (as some are) that it 
is perfectly safe to oil every part without shut- 
ting down, and the wheel or steam is started at 
twelve o’clock on Sunday night and not 
stopped for a minute until twelve o’clock the 
following Saturday night, there is little time 
to fix-up at noons, and the only time is after 
shutting down, which comes in the Sunday 

| limits. Say that we have something which 
gets into the water-wheel and we can shut it 
only enough to stop the machinery, and it 
somewhat impairs the speed, but not enough 
to keep us from our regular amount of work, 
&c., is it best to perform the job of clearing 
| the wheel out on the following Sabbath or to 
make our employer shut down for at least one 
hour, and at an expense all told of not less 
than $10, or have him give you a quarter of a 
day’s pay, which at good fair pay would be 
seventy-five cents? I agree with Mr. Fuller 
that a man who is always tinkering is a nui- 
sance, and a man who wastes oil and other 
seemingly small articles (to employees) isa 
greater nuisance, and, further still, aman who 
will not be accommodating enough to do a ne- 
cessary job on the Sabbath, and thereby save 
his employer both trouble and expense, is a

Practicability of Blow Rolls. 


To the Editor of The Journal : 

The ‘‘ Blow Rolls” used on the first felt in 
paper-making are apt to be termed a nuisance. 

Practical demonstration proves to the con- 
trary. I do not advocate the one-roll prin- 
ciple ; two rolls give the best results. If, 
after having tried moving all of the rolls—one 
as near the bottom press-roll as possible, the 
roll nearest the wire raised above the level of 
the bottom couch-roll—you then find trouble 
awaiting you because of continued blowing, do 
not hasten to increase the tension of the paper 











between the wire and the first press. The | 
stock of to-day will not permit it. But get 
two-inch wood-rolls and cover them with old 
jacketing, cut into one-inch strips ; wind these 
strips spirally the length of the rolls, com- 
mencing at the centre of the roll. Now place | 
one roll in suitable bearings (that can be 
pushed alongside of the frame out of the way 
when changing the felt, &c.) about five inches 
from the bottom couch-roll, om top of the paper, 
place the second one five inches from the first 
press-rolls running under the sheet, and you 
will be surprised at the perfect delivery of the 
paper to the press. The adjustment of the 
tension is rendered uniform by the action of | 
the first roll in its bearings. 

The idea of the rolls becoming a nuisance | 
because of their liability to become dirty is a 
mistake.

Cardboard Enamel. 


Take one pound of parchment cuttings, 
one-quarter pound of isinglass, and one-quar- 
ter pound of gum-arabic in four gallons of 
water ; boil in an iron kettle until the solution 
is reduced to twelve quarts; it is then re- 
moved from the fire and strained. The S0- | 
lution is divided into three parts of four quarts | 
each ; to the first portion is added six pounds 
of white lead, ground fine in water; to the 
second portion is added eight pounds of white 
lead, and to the third is added six pounds of 
white lead. The sheets of paper or cardboard 
are stretched out upon flat boards and brushed 
over with a thin coat of the first mixture with 
an ordinary painter’s brush ; the paper is then 
hung up to dry for twenty-four hours. After 
this the paper is ready to receive a coat of the 
second mixture, and again hung up to dry for 
twenty-four hours ; the paper is again treated 
in the same way with the third mixture, and 
dried for twenty-four hours. After this it re- 
ceives a high gloss, which is obtained by lay- 
ing the work face downward on a highly pol- 
ished steel plate, and then passing both with 
great pressure between a pair of powerful 
rollers. 


A Primitive Postal Service. 


The commonest type of Indian post 
runner, or ‘‘ Tappal wallah,” wears a long 
white coat, very tight trousers enclose his lean 
legs, and his head-dress is a huge light blue 
turban. His letter-bag is slung on his side, 
and it is necessary that he should be a good 
linguist, and be able to read a great variety of 
strange, crabbed characters, for several of 
the multitudinous languages of Hindos- 
tan are written in quite distinct charac- 
ters, all of which are alike incomprehen- 
sible to our untutored eyes. The rural 
letter-carrier of Hindostan carries a long 
stick with a sharp iron point, which can be 
used as a weapon in case of need. The 
stick is adorned with six little brass bells, 
which serve to frighten away reptiles and 
dangerous animals, and also to give notice of 
the approach of the post. The danger from 
wild beasts is, in some districts, a very real 
one, the ‘‘ tappal” runners through the forest 
districts in the south of Ceylon, having occa- 
sionally had very narrow escapes from the 
attacks of ‘‘ rogue elephants " and other wild 
beasts. 

Of all varieties of Indian 
clothed or unclothed, none are so picturesque 
as the Camel Express messengers. The men 
wear a serviceable red uniform, and large 
green turban embroidered with gold thread. 
From their girdle hangs a curved sabre in a 
red sheath. The camels are adorned with 
trappings of gay cloth and tassels, ornamented 
with blue beads and cowrie shells, and small 
brass bells round the neck to give notice of 
their swift approach. It is said chat their 
rough and rapid trotting, sometimes at the 
rate of eighty miles a day, is so trying to the 
riders as to shorten their days. Two heavy 
mail bags hang to right and left on each side 
of the camel, and the saddle is so arranged 
that a passenger can take a seat behind the 
postman. 

In no country of the world is the posta] 
organization more wonderful than in Japan ; 
the chief marvel being that, till about a dozen 
years ago, there was no regular government 
institutions of posts in the country. In 1871, 
when Japan awakened like a giant from her 
long sleep ‘of exclusiveness, and set to work 
to accomplish changes of every sort, she re- 
solved to establish the European postal sys- 
tem; andgwith such astonishing zeal has 
she done her work, that within ten years the 
British, American and French post-offices, 
which had been established at all the open 
ports, were closed, foreign nations being sat- 
isfied with the thoroughness of the Japanese 
postal service. In that short period mail 
routes had been organized over 36,000 miles ;
